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NOW FOR WINTER RACING 



CHAMPION TWO-YEAR-OLD COLT OF THIS YEAR 



DECLARING OFF OF HAVANA MEETING CLARI- 
FIES THE SITUATION. 

Juarez Meeting Scheduled to Open on Thursday for 
100 Days, to Be Longest in Duration — Colum- 
bia to Open Same Day. 



From Havana comes the definite announcement 
that II. B. Brown has abandoned his intention of 
conducting racing in Cuba the coming winter and 
lias formally declared off the lengthy meeting which 
he had planned on giving at the Almandares track 
in the suburbs of Havana. Unexpected difficulties 
in obtaining the necessary concessions and greater 
expense in getting the track into condition for rac- 
ing than seemed probable when the plans were made, 
are given as the chief reasons for the abandonment 
of the venture. It is quite probable that the suc- 
cessful consummation of plans for winter racing in 
South Carolina had quite as much weight in in- 
fluencing Mr. Brown to defer his Cuban venture as 
anything else. The opposition of a winter meeting 
at Charleston would undoubtedly have greatly 
affected the chances of success for Mr. Brown’s 
Cuban experiment had he decided to proceed with 
his plans at this time. The supposition is that lie 
has simply decided to await a more opportune time. 

The declaring off of the Havana meeting has clari- 
fied the winter racing situation and will leave free 
to go elsewhere those horsemen who had made plans 
to assist in the establishment of racing in Cuba. 
These horsemen will have the opportunity of choosing 
between three winter meetings. Two of these — at 
Juarez, Mox., and Columbia, S. C. — will open on 
Thanksgiving Day. Thursday of this week. The 
Juarez meeting is to continue for 100 days or more 
and will lie the longest in duration of those scheduled 
for the winter months. Racing will go on at the 
magnificently equipped course of the Jockey Club 
Joarez every day except Mondays until March 21 
next. In accordance with the Mexican custom, tlie 
principal events will be decided on Sundays. 

It will be the third season of racing at the Juarez 

r pSMtae and it bids fair to lie more successful in 
every Respect than its two predecessors. It is an 
open secret that heretofore the Juarez meetings, con- 
ducted in competition with California racing, have 
not been financially successful. This season, for the 
first time since racing was established as a regular 
institution in California, there will be no racing in 
that far western state, the result of the stringent 
auti-hetting legislation of 1!*11 at Sacramento. Many 
of those who extracted great delight from patroniz- 
ing the sport as conducted at Oakland and Los An- 
geles, will this season be found among the patrons 
of the Juarez track, in addition to those who have 
in preceding seasons given of their time and sub- 
stance in support of M. J. Winn’s efforts to estab- 
lish racing in an attractive way on the Mexican 
1 K>rder opposite El Paso. It seems probable at this 
writing that Colonel Winn’s efforts are about to lie 
substantially rewarded. 

Word comes that El Paso is rapidly filling with 
hoi-semen and others who have been gathering there 
in anticipation of Thursday’s opening and that the 
prospects for a brilliantly successful meeting are 
bright indeed. Manager Winn announced yesterday 
that arrangements for the meeting are complete. 
There are now quartered at the Juarez track almost 
(iOO horses. The racers that participated in the 
meeting at the Mexican capital arrived last week 
in tine condition and, together with the good class 
of horses that had previously gathered at the track, 
will furnish excellent fields. Enthusiasm is running 
high. 

Colonel Matt Winn announced yesterday that any 
reputable bookmaker would have the privilege of 
cutting in. thus insuring a lively open ring. Among 
many well-known bookmakers who are ready to 
answer the call are Roy Offutt, Joe Rose. C. T. 
Brownfield, Pete Adams. S. A. Bradley, B. Arm- 
strong, I. Ham. A1 Austin. Jack Atkin, Frank 
Greifor. ,T. Morris, W. G. Vanke, Col. W. E. Apple- 
gate and others. 

The attraction for the opening day will he the 
Dos Republieas Handicap at six furlongs. The 
weights announced yesterday are: Florence Rob-

The Jockey Club Juarez is operating under a 
iitieral and irrevocable concession, with no restric- 
tions whatever. In previous seasons, owing to a 
combination of circumstances the betting ring lias 
been conducted on the syndicate plan. This winter, 
for the first time, it will lie of the “open” type and 
this will in itself contribute materially to the suc- 
cess of the meeting. It is altogether probable that 
if the results are as anticipated, the racing will lie 
extended for a substantial period beyond the 100 
days already scheduled. Manager Winn has sur- 
rounded liimseif with a competent staff of officials 
in whom race-goers have the utmost confidence and 
this will, of course, play an important part in the 
success that may lie expected to attend the meeting. 

The meeting which opens under the auspices of 
tlie Columbia Racing Association at Columbia, S. C., 
on Thursday is scheduled to continue for thirty- 
three days and, except on the opening day, will 
be without opposition so far as the east is concerned. 
While racing will i>e a new thing at Columbia, it 
may be expected that sufficient patronage will be 
contributed by followers of racing in the eastern 
section of the United States to make the venture a 
success. Arthur N. Elrod, who is managing the 
meeting, says that there is much local interest at 
Columbia in the venture and that it is lio|>ed to 
make the enterprise a permanent one, with annual 
meetings beginning each Thanksgiving day. More 
favorable conditions could hardly be found for the 
launching of the new venture. Horses have been 
racing at Marlboro, Mil., which is within easy 
shipping distance, and the meeting at Norfolk is 
to come to a close on Thursday, after which mauy 
of the stables racing there will move over to Colum- 
bia. 

The first horses to reach the course were those 
from Marlboro, Md., where racing came to a close 
November 18. There were 122 horses on the special 
over the Southern Railroad, and the run from Wash- 
ington was made in less than twelve hours. The 
horses were unloaded iDside the fair grounds, the 
line having a spar into the track. Another special 
will tic made up in Washington to accommodate 135 
horses that will leave Benniug for the South Caro- 
lina track. Five carloads will go to Columbia from 
Kentucky. Among those who have been assigned 
stalls are George J. Chinn of Lexington, fourteen: 
J. F. Keith of Spurgeon, Mo., six; E. C. Nunn of 
Cincinnati, seven; Gallaber Bros, of Lexington, fif- 
teen; A. L. Kirby, twelve, anil I’. IT. Johnson of 
Evansville. Ind., four. Included in tlie list from Nor- 
folk are: H. G. Bedwell, J. W . Flynn, J. Mayberry, 
Sam Louis. W. A. Burttscliell. S. W. Stri-ett. Archie

It is expected that there will be at least fifteen 
layers in line for the opening. 



For a newcomer in racing Mr. H. C. Hallenbeck can be with good reason voted a singularly successful 
tnrfman. He is now the possessor of the best two-year-old colt of the west in Worth and the best two- 
year-old filly in Azviade. Other owners have spent money lavishly for years without being able to achieve 
any such gratifying return for their expenditures. Worth is not only the best western two-year-old, but 
he is probably our best two-year-old regardless of sectional lines. Azyiade bloomed into her best form 
late, but on her recent Latouia performance showed herself to be a remarkably fast filly and a good 
weight carrier. Fit and at her best, Moisant might be able to take her measure, but that is a matter 
open to argument. 

Worth began his racing career by running unplaced In a purse race at Jacksonville on the eighteenth 
day of last March. Day May taking the race. March 27 he began his victorious career by winning a half 
mile dash by eight lengths from twelve competitors, Eaton being second and Minco Jimmie third. The 
track was heavy and the time was :49%. April 1 he won again, this time at five-eighths of a mile in 
1:01%, with New Haven second. Terrible Dan third and eight others unplaced- These races were all at 
Jacksonville and he was now taken north to Lexington, Kentucky, where he was started in a half mile 
dash April 29 and was beaten by the fast Cash on Delivery. It was a purse race and, following his journey 
from Florida, Wortli may have been a bit short of work. At any rate, he went to the post May 2 and won 
the RacePand Stakes with great ease, defeating Buckhorn, Praetorian and four more at four and a half 
furioDgs over a slow track in :59%. At Louisville May 13 he showed how untrue his Lexington defeat was 
bv giving Cash ou Delivery six pounds and a six lengths beating for a purse at four and a half furlongs. 
The race was run in :53 and Sir Blaise was third, with six more unplaced. Up to this time Worth had 
raced as the property of Gallaher Bros., but he was now sold for a good price to the present owner. For 
him he made his first start in the Bashford Manor Stakes at Churchill Downs May 23. Sixteen went to tlie 
post and Worth, with 121 pounds up. was an easy winner, with Buckhorn second and Presumption third. 
Cash on Delivery was in the unplaced division. Tlie track was heavy and the four and a half furlongs of 
the race were covered in :54%. June 5 he took a purse at a half mile in :47y 5 , defeating Working Lad, Ca- 
iisse and Joe Knight. He was then taken to Latonia. where, at his first start, he won a purse at five- 
eighths of a mile in 1:00, with 118 pounds in the saddle, defeating King Broomstick. Wondawbv and two 
others. This was run June 10 and he was not raced again until Septemtier .'Ml at the Louisville fall meet- 
ing. Then, with 122 pounds up. he defeated Ursula Emma. 102, Sir Blaise, 110, and two more in a purse 
race at three-quarters of a mile in 1:13, September 30. Three days later he defeated Follie Levy. Jim 
Bnsey, Raleigh P. D„ Sylvestris, Jim Gaffney and Ceremonious in a race for all ages at five and a half 
furlongs, winning easily by three lengths in 1:00. October 14 he ran unplaced in the Iroquois Handicap 
for two-vear-olds at three-quarters of a mile, his big impost of 128 pounds proving too much for him on a 
slow and' tiring track. Lady Lightning, 114 pounds, won. with Sonaila, 118, second, and Ursula Emma. 112, 
third. His last, race was run at Latonia October 24. This was his match race with Sprite for $5,000 a 
side at three-quarters, he conceding ten pounds actual weight, carrying 118 pounds to her 110. How he 
won in 1:12% is an affair of such recent occurrence as to need no recital. 

Worth is now in winter quarters and will next be heard from next spring when the time for dis- 
cussion of the chances of Kentucky Derby candidates arrives. Worth’s speed is of the highest order, he 
carries high weight well and runs like a stayer, but the objection is sometimes urged against him that he 
is not a large horse. However, that is not valid. Some of the grandest racers of American turf history 
were small horses. Luke Blackburn and Firenze being shining examples. In all. Worth’s excellent record 
anil his pedigree are as follows:

GOVERNOR GRAY CREMATED 



WINNER OF TWO DERBYS MEETS DEPLOR- 
ABLE FATE ON KENTUCKY FARM. 

Burns to Death, Together with County Tax, While 
Capt. J. T. Williams Looks Helplessly On- 
Insurance of $10,000 Carried on Gelding, , 
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The officials of the meeting are: P. A. Brady, 

presiding judge; Joseph McLennan, associate judge 
and racing secretary; James Milton, starter; Harry 
White, paddock judge; Hart Derliain, clerk of the 
course; John W. Rice, treasurer. 

Columbia itself is in a section that is surrounded 
by winter resorts that will furnish patronage, and 
it is a section where horses and horsemen abound. 
The city is a railroad center of some importance, 
being on the main line of the Southern, Seaboard 
and Atlantic Coast railways, and there are sixty- 
six trains that arrive and depart daily. Special ex- 
cursion rates are being arranged from Jacksonville. 
Savannah, Charleston. Atlanta, Aiken and the vari- 
ous other nearby cities for the occasion. Trolleys 
reach the course in fifteen minutes from the heart 
of the city. 

The course is of the regulation mile variety, of 
ample width. With the construction of a steeple- 
chase course all will be in readiness for the open- 
ing day crowd. 

For the opeuing day there will be a $500 Thanks- 
giving Handicap at the six-furlong distance, and an 
added attraction will be aeroplane exhibitions by 
Fort Smith flyers, who have been engaged by Mr. 
Elrod for the opening date, as well as for December 
2 and 4. 

The Columbia meeting will close January 6, four 
days before the scheduled opening of the seventy-five 
days’ meeting of the Charleston Fair and Racing As 
sociation at Charleston, S. C., under the manage- 
ment of F. J. Pons, whose connection with the suc- 
cessful meetings given at Jacksonville is well known. 
This meeting will be conducted on a pretentious 
scale over a new track that is now being rushed to 
completion. That it will be highly successful seems 
fully assured. It is scheduled to continue from 
January 10 to April 5 and will lie patronized by 
many of the important racing stables of the east 
and the middle west. Mr. Pons and his associates, 
including W. F. Schulte, former president of the 
Louisville Jockey Club, who is to serve as president 
of the new association, will exert themselves to 
provide racing that will tend to assure the perpetuitv 
of the sport in South Carolina. Charleston racing 
dates far back and there is no reason to doubt that 
the residents of the city will be duly appreciative 
of the type of sport that Mr. Pons will strive to pro- 
vide. 

L. A. Cassidy, who is acting as assistant secre- 
tary for the new association, is receiving applica- 
tions thick and fast from horse owners throughout 
the country for stable room and other accommoda- 
tions. Stake entries are also pouring into the asso- 
eiation’s offices on Meeting street, oposite the 
Charleston Hotel, every day. and will continue to 
until the closing date, December 16. 

The work on the new track is progressing satis- 
factorily. Stalls for over two hundred and fifty 
horses have already been provided, and it is ex- 
pected that an equal additional number will have 
been completed before the end of the week. Those 
who have applied for quarters for their horses will 
be notified shortly that the association is in readiness 
to accommodate their stock.

In sending out notice of the declaring off of the 
Havana meeting, H. D. Brown made the folluwiug 
statement: 

“The council in Havana has not passed the neces- 
sary ordinance to permit racing. Moreover, it is 
doubtful if I could get the necessary number of 
dorses to Cuba at this late day to hold a repre- 
sentative meeting. So, ail in all, I think that tlie 
best thing I can do is to postpone this meeting until 
next season. 

“I feel relieved because the horsemen have a place 
to race this winter. I felt in duty bound to provide 
a winter racing point for the horsemen, but inas- 
much as Mr. Pons has provided it for them it takes 
this responsibility off my shoulders and I am willing 
to do anything in reason to heln him with his ven- 
ture. Iu the meantime I will look around and see 
what I can do in securing some other places iu 
which to race next summer.” 



NEWS OF AMERICAN JOCKEYS ABROAD. 



Norfolk, Va., November 27. — Jockey Jimmy Reid 
writes Hugh Penny that he and jockey Archibald 
have left Austria and are now on their way to 
Calcutta, India, where they will ride during the 
winter months. Archibald did well in Germany and 
lias signed a contract to ride for Baron Oppenheimer 
next season. Reid will return to France next spring. 
Guy Garner will remain in Paris this winter as the 
guest of Milton Henry. Stanley Davis and M. McGee 
will also put in the winter months in Paris, but 
Joe Sumter sailed for this country yesterday.

I. H. WHEATCR0FT REACHES AUSTRALIA. 

Sydney. N. S. W.. November 27. — Irving H. Wlieat- 
eroft. owner of the St. James Stud, who is trans- 
ferring his horses to Australia because of auti- 
hetting legislation in the United States, arrived here 
yesterday on the steamer Kisli. Mr. Wheatcroft’s 
shipment of 159 thoroughbreds is expected to arrive 
ou Wednesday. 



Lexington, Ky., November 27. — Governor Gray, 
one of the best American three-year -olds of the 
present season, a bay gelding by Garry Herrmnnn — - 
Salama, by Himyar, was cremated in a barn that 
was burned on the farm of Capt. James T. Williams, 
at Spring Station. . Woodford County, shortly before 
noon yesterday. County Tax, another three-year old 
hay gelding, by Garry Herrmann — Tactful, met a 
similar fate. Captain Williams was alone in the 
house, the remainder of Ills family having gone to 
church, and he was too ill to go out when he dis- 
covered tlie barn in flames. He stood at the window 
of his room and saw the two horses, which had 
been running in their paddocks all morning, rush 
through open doors into their stalls to be consumed 
by the flames that were ragiDg within. 

Captain Williams is of the opinion that the fire 
originated from sparks dropped from the pipe of 
a tramp who Is reported to have spent the night in 
the I Kirn. Governor Gray was insured for $10,000. 
Captain Williams said that he had refused $17,000 
for the horse. County Tax was insured for $ 2 ,i> 00 . 

Governor Gray was one of the greatest three-year- 
olds of this year. His winnings for 1911 total 
$15,051 and are exceeded by those of only one thor- 
oughbred on the American running turf this seasou. 
Worth being credited with $16,645. He rau all his 
races in the name of R. N. Smith & Co., Captain 
Williams, acting for Mr. Smith, his son-in-law, and 
for Mrs. Williams, who was the company in the 
firm, bought Governor Gray as a wealning at the 
disposal sale of Capt. W. Harry Brown’s thorough- 
breds in November, 1908, for $175. His first stake 
success was the Cincinnati Trophy, at Latonia, July 
2, 1910. 

This year he began by winning the American Derby 
at Jacksonville, setting a new record for the course. 
He won the Blue Grass Stakes at Lexington from 
Meridian, creating another new track record. In 
the Kentucky Derby at Louisville, he finished second 
to Meridian, but forced him to run the mile and a 
quarter in 2:05, which was record time for the race. 
Then he won the Latonia Derby, running the mile 
and a half in 2:30s, with 124 pounds up, another new 
track record, and within a fraction of the American 
record. Whist and Meridian finished in front of 
him in the Hamilton Derby, and Zeus nosed him out 
of the Canadian Derby, but behind him iu the La- 
tonia Derby was Messenger Boy, winner of the four- 
mile Kentucky Endurance Stakes. Besides tlie mile 
and a half record above referred to, he holds the La- 
tonia track records for five-eighths of a mile, and for 
one mile and three-sixteenths. He was named out of 
compliment to a lieutenant-governor of Alabama and 
was the third great race horse that Captain Williams 
lias had in recent years. Ram’s Horn, the property 
of the veteran turfman, died suddenly in tlie oast 
ufter winning the Brighton Handicap of 1900, when 
he looked to have other big stake events at his 
mercy. I’hil Finch was another tiorse that won many 
races for Captain Williams. 

Governor Gray showed an especial ability to finish 
courageously in long-distance contests. He needed 
fast track conditions to show his best form and his 
racing record is embraced in the following tabula- 
tion:

FIVE FAVORITES SCORE AT NORFOLK. 

Formful Racing and Liberal Patronage Mark Open* 
ing of Closing Week at Virginia Track. 



Norfolk, Va., November 27. — Form was well ob- 
served at the Jamestown Jockey Club’s course this 
afternoon, the day's results showing five winning 
favorites. The hurdle race, which furnished the 
only beaten favorite, went to one of the well backed 
choices. All the winners were accorded strong sup- 
port and as liberal odds were laid against them the 
layers had a costly experience. The attendance was 
large, the local followers of the sport seemingly be- 
ing desirous of taking advantage of the few re- 
maining days before racing in Norfolk comes to a 
close. 

R. E. Watkins, whose success here has been none 
too pronounced, furnished two of the winners in 
Lad of Langden and Blackford. Both were ridden 
by Byrne, who also landed Bard of Hope, winner 
over a band of maiden two-year-olds iu the first race. 
Bard of Hope and Blackford won their races in driv- 
ing finishes, while Lad of Langden had a two- 
lengths’ margin at the finish of his race. 

The best contest of the day came with the run- 
ning of the fourth race, a dash of five and a half 
furlongs, for three-year-olds. T. D. Sullivan's Caugh 
Hill, heavily backed by his stable connections, just, 
did succeed in getting up iu time to beat Moncreif 
a short bead, the latter lining an equal distance in 
advance of Grenida for second place. It was a close 
thing between the first three and it was due alone 
to But well’s vigorous finish that Caugli Hill scored. 
There was much crowding in the race. Pennyroyal 
and Cardiff both being crowded against the'iniier 
rail. Jockeys Forsyth and Diggins came out of the 
race with bruised legs. Diggins pulled up Cardiff 
on the stretch turn, but Forsyth pluckily persevered 
with Pennyroyal and finished fourth. Both lads 
were lifted from their mounts and carried to the 
jockeys’ room. They were forced to cancel their 
other engagements. Additional excitement was cre- 
ated by the boosting of the winner. Albert Simons 
running Caugh Hill up from $500 to $1,105, at which 
figure Archie Zimmer protected and bought him in 
for his owner, T. I). Sullivan. 

Fond Heart showed great courage in the sixth 
race, racing Lucille R. into submission and drawing 
away in the last sixteenth. 

The first special train to leave Norfolk for Colum- 
bia will depart from here tomorrow night. Several 
stables will make up the consignment, including 
those of H. G. Bedwell. Hugh Penny with the 
horses of W. P. Austin and C. C. Smithson, and 
John Powers with J. L. Holland’s big string. 
Another special will leave on Thursday anil still 
another on Friday.
